McDow made the very serious 
mistake of keeping Dawson’s body in his 
office for several hours and trying to bury it, 
whereas if he bad promptly delivered him­ 
self up he might have made a very plausible 
claim of self defense.

N e w - Y o r k , June 2d.-T he 
Manhattan 
Brass Company, the largest manufacturers of 
brass goods in the City, was completely 
burned out early this morning and its factory 
on First-avenue and Twenty-Seventh and 
Twenty-Eighth-streets destroyed. 
The loss on the buildings and stock is osti- 
tuated at nearly $300.000, divided as follows: 
$150,000 on tools and machinery, $75,000 on 
stock and $75,000 on buildings, all of which 
fully insured. 
The cause of the fire 
has not been accurately determined, but 
supposed to liave been an over-heated 
furnace. 
The first contingent of workmen 
report at the factory were those in the 
casting room who came at 5:30. 
Five 
minutes later fire was discovered in the 
furnace room and had already gained great 
headway. 
The mcu quickly efleeted their 
escape. 
The factory was situated opposite the 
buildings of Bellevue Hospital, and there 
was a slight panic among the inmates of the 
place. The occupants of the tenement house 
immediately adjoining the tactory were 
thoroughly frightened and many removed 
their goods to the street. 
% 
S y r a c u s e , June 24.—Fire broke out on 
fourth floor of the Vanderbilt House at 2:30 
this morning. 
The fourth floor was gulted 
and the remaining floors badly soaked with 
water. A dozen guests on the fourth floor had 
arrow escapes. 
Five business places in the 
block were also damaged by water. 


T h e necessity for suspending the payments

Superintendent said: “ I thought it was alt 
cleared up at the time of the Coroner’s 
iuqucst. 
However, we have Burke now, and 
there will be time enough to inquire into his 
complicity in this ease. 
We want the other 
Cronin murderers now.” 
It is altogether indefinite when the sus­ 
pected murderers of 
Dr. Cronin will be 
brought to trial, but to-day’s proceedings in 
Judge Shephard's Court would indicate that 
the prosecution desires a few weeks of inves­ 
tigation yet before arraigning the suspects 
before tiie criminal tribunal.

WAITING THE MORAL FORCES. 


The article which we q uote from the Trib­ 
u n e in another place ex plains to the political 
Prohibitionists the waste they have made of 
the moral force with which they are en­ 
dowed. 
For many years they have wag ed a 
heroic battle ag ainst intemperance in their 
chosen way, and now they are awakened to 
the fact that nothing has been accomplished. 
They must at least be convinced that the 
time is not ripe for the success of their cause. 
They said as much as this throug h their 
leader in this state, Mr. W heeler, when he 
declared that his party did not wish a Pro­ 
hibition amendment submitted by the Leg ­ 
islature nex t year. 
He fancied that the Re­ 
publicans would practice treachery after 
sending the amendment to the people. 
This 
was said before the vote in Pennsylvania and 
Rhode Island was taken. 
But the vote in 
those states did not demonstrate Republican 
treachery; it demonstrated an overwhelming 
opposition, shared in by all parties, and in­ 
cluding many of the most sincere and practi 
cal temperance men in the country. 
It is not to be disputed that the ideal meas­ 
ure of temperance reform is absolute prohi­ 
bition thoroug hly enforced. 
The objection 
of temperance men is not to the principle, 
but to its enactment so long as enforcement 
is impossible, and it is made a dead letter on 
the statute books and h farce in practice. 
Ample opportunity was g iven in Rhode Is­ 
land to carry the principle into effect, but it 
failed miserably there. 
For over thirty years 
a prohibitory law has been upon the statutes 
in New Hampshire, but when the people 
were asked to piace the principle iu the con­ 
stitution they refused, thoug h their adher­ 
ence to the law and their repeated refusals to 
repeal it show their faith iu the principle and 
their hope that it will some day be made ef­ 
fective. 
In Pennsylvania the rig orous en­ 
forcement of the hig h license law encour­ 
ag ed the Prohibitionists to believe that the 
people were already prepared for an advance 
step. 
The defeat that they have suffered, 
overwhelming as it is, would not have been 
half so disastrous and perhaps not have 
happened 
at 
all, 
if 
they 
had been 
able 
to 
show 
that 
Prohibition 
had 
produced a reformatory effect in even a sing le 
state. 
The people of Pennsylvania knew’ 
that what could not be enforced in the sober 
and enlig htened states of New Eng land 
would be impossible in their commonwealth, 
with a population having a larg e foreig n ad­ 
mix ture and subjected to European ideas and 
appetites. 
So they took their stand npon 
hig h license, a principle that does not under­ 
take the reform of the people iu g eneral, but 
does reform the saloon and its proprietor. 
This is a preliminary step, and a necessary 
one. 
Since we cannot have the perfect law, 
which would work complete reform at one 
swoop, it is wise to be content with accom­ 
plishing one thing at a time. 
If we cannot 
have a law which places intox icants out of 
everybody’s reach, Pennsylvania has shown 
the possibility' of a law that makes a saloon­ 
keeper a g ood citizen, and abates the dan­ 
g er 
to society 
that 
was 
presented iu 
and 
around 
his 
place 
when 
he 
did not fear the penalties and restraints of 
the law. 
The events of the last week prove 
that Prohibition is stiil years away in New 
York. 
But we can have the hig h lieeuse 
law of Pennsylvania enacted and iu full en­ 
forcement here within a year, if there is a 
solid union of the moral forces of which the 
Tribu n e speaks at 
the election nex t fall. 
The party of Gov. nill is in a minority in 
more than two-thirds of the Senate and As­ 
sembly districts of the state, as the vote of 
last fall shows. 
Let Prohibitionists g ive up 
their strug g le for the unattainable, and, by- 
uniting with the only party that has ever 
done anything for the lessening of the evils 
of the liq uor trade, g ive the people the law 
which they demand, and which is doing 
such ex cellent work iu Pennsylvania. 
There be those who stand upon the hig h 
watchtowers of moral perfection and call to 
their fellow men to come up to them; and 
there be those who step down from their 
lofty perch and try with mig ht and main to 
lift their fellows up step by step. 
The call 
is not always heard, but the lift is pretty sure 
to have an effect. 
Gen. Fisk, the Prohibi­ 
tion leader, has decided to step down and 
lift, whether the nex t step to be taken be hig h 
license, local option, or any other that will 
lead men a little farther away from the pres 
ence and the atmosphere of the saloon. 
believe he will have followers by thousands 
from the ranks of the very men who bav 
hitherto held themselves aloof from every 
plan that did not promise in an instant such 
results as have only been accomplished by 
revolutions long and severely foug ht. 


ANTI-ALIEN• LA V/S. 


Chicag o has au anti-alien law which wil 
g o into effect on the 1st of July. 
It proliib 
its the employment of aliens on the city 
works, either by the corporation direct or un­ 
der contract, and provides penalties for the 
employing authorities who violate the law, 
whether wilfully or neg lig ently. 
This is about as near to Know'Nothing ism 
as the law could possibly approach without 
embracing the whole principle. 
It is severer 
than anything that Know' Nothing ism pro­ 
posed, for it cuts off the means of livelihood 
from those whose employment is interfered 
with by it. 
The spirit that caused the pass­ 
ag e of the law probably prevails among a 
majority of citizens, and hence forces aliens 
out of many private employments. 
If the 
same law were supported and entorced all 
over the nation, it would q uickly settle the 
immig ration q uestion. 
The immig rant must 
live here a 
number 
of 
years before he 
can become a citizen, and during all that 
time he would be refused employment. 
Of 
course he would l>e forced to return to his 
native country and stay there, unless he were 
rich enoug h to live on his income, eng ag e in 
trade or manufacture on his own account, or 
buy a farm. The poor immig rant would 
have to g o. 
Chicag o has indeed g reat provocation to 
become a Know Nothing city. It was forced 
to hang a big g ang of anarchists for a most 
atrocious lot of murders, and now it is 
wresOing with the powerful Clan-na-Gael so­ 
ciety over the assassination of Dr. Cronin. But 
it has beg un its reform at the wrong end. 
If 
we do not need foreign workmen, or if for 
aBj reason they prov e dangerous or offen­ 
siv e, let them be ex cluded as the Chinese 
hav e been. 
It is unfair to keep open the J 


g ates that admit them, and then proscribe and 
starve them after they g et here. 
The com­ 
mon rig hts of humanity must be accorded 
even to aliens. 
The Chicag o enactment is one of many in­ 
dications of a g rowing weariness of foreig n­ 
ers and a determination to place limitations 
upon tlicir coming , which will eventually 
take form in laws. 
The country welcomed 
them with open arms as long as they were 
needed, but at last they have beg un to crowd 
upon us. As employment cannot be provided 
for them as fast as they come, they fall into 
beg g ary or into criminal ways, and become 
charg es upon the public. 
We have an anti­ 
contract law and au anti-Chinese law for the 
whole country, as well as this anti alien law 
in Chicag o. 
The discovery is made and is 
spreading that the Mong olian complex ion and 
H-atures are not the only objections, or even 
the most serious ones, that can be raised 
ag ainst unrestricted immig ration. 
The peo­ 
ple whose representatives have committed the 
Chicag o murders are g oing to lind in those 
crimes a very serious obstacle in the path of 
their own admission to our country. 


B A LLOT R E F OR M IN CONNECTICUT. 


Gov. Bulkeley has sig ueel the second bal­ 
lot reform bill that the Connecticut Leg isla­ 
ture sent to him. 
The essential feature in 
w hich it differs from the bill wuicli the Gov­ 
ernor vetoed, and from the Sax ton bill which 
Gov. Hill vetoed, is in not providing for the 
official printing of the ballots, and also in re­ 
q uiring the ballots to be printed on official 
paper and by the voter sealed in an official 
envelope and thus delivered to the election in­ 
spectors. 
The rig ht continued to the candi­ 
dates and the campaig n committees to do 
their own printing leaves open the loophole 
for fraud which the Sax ton bill closed up, 
but it is an undoubted improvement upon 
the old method, and will make it harder for 
the Democratic repeaters from New York to 
carry Connecticut than ever before. 
Gov. Hill professes to be delig hted with 
the bill, and to wish that the New York 
Leg islature had g iven him one precisely like 
it to sig n. This may be death-bed repentance 
or it may be “ g uff.” 
The people know that 
he invented the Linson bill, and g ave the 
Leg islature to understand that it was the 
only one that he would sig n, without the 
chang ing of a word. 
Well, there is no re­ 
semblance between the Connecticut bill and 
the Linson bill, the latter of which opened 
the doors for fraud a little wider than they 
were before.

of hypocrisy, insincerity, ig norance, 
falsehood, and a g reat many other disag ree­ 
able q ualities and acts, because they did no1 
see the truth throug h his unerring spectacles. 
Now he is forced to the humiliating confes­ 
sion that there is a Leg islature down in Con­ 
necticut more wise 
than he. more cap­ 
able of attaining perfection than his own un­ 
speakable self. 
This is the most bitter pill 
that the Governor 
has had to swallow. 
Thoug h he has ex perienced several drops in 
public esteem recently, he has never before 
been forced to confess with his own lips that 
David B. Hill is not infallible. 


T H E DUTY OF T H E MORAL FORCES.

It is not a step backward that has been 
taken in the last week. 
The cause of tem­ 
perance hsis no truer, wiser nor better friends 
than some of those who took a leading part 
in the defeat of Prohibition iu Rhode Island 
and Pennsylvania. 
They acted deliberately, 
conscientiously, 
prayerfully, and with a 
larg er survey of facts and a more accurate 
judg ment of practical results than those ap­ 
pear to have possessed who counted upon 
success but were beaten by nearly 200,000 
votes in Pennsylvania and nearly three to 
one in Rhode Island. 
Nor have g ood citizens 
an)’ rig ht iu their efforts for reform to be en­ 
tirely blind or indifferent to impossibilities. 
It is no part of their duty to waste the reform­ 
ing force of the world in attempting absurdi­ 
ties. 
Power for g ood is a sacred trust, for which 
leaders or voters have to g ive account. There 
is not any too much of it in the world at any 
time, or even in this favored country. 
If 
every atom of that power is used in ex actly 
the rig ht direction and manner, and at the 
rig ht time, still there would never be found 
too much of it. 
The man who has only seed 
enoug h for his fertile land, and scatters half 
of it in swamps or on rocks, wastes his prop­ 
erty, but he abo robs others of bread. 
lie 
who has no more than enoug h of the needed 
remedy to protect a threatened city ag ainst 
pestilence, and throws half of it away out of 
spite, because tlic city will not make him sole 
or chief surg eon, is personally g uilty if dis­ 
ease sweeps away precious lives. So of moral 
forces upon which the country must depend 
for upliftiug , true prog ress and removal of 
evils which curse mankind; he who wastes 
his force is g uilty. 
The force which carried constitutional Pro­ 
hibition in II lux I e Island would have sufficed 
to pass and faithfully enforce any license law 
or other measure of restraint. 
It was thrown 
away in an attempt to accomplish an impossi­ 
bility in that state of crowded cities anti towns. 
Not only have three years been thrown away, 
but also the moral and political force of men 
who will never command the same confidence 
ag ain. Union of all sincere friends of temper 
ancc iu Pennsylvania would have passed and 
thoroug hly enforced anv license and local 
option law whatever, even if the present 
hig h license law, which produces ex cellent 
results, is not at all that it should be. 
But 
the time, money, mental effort, aud the 
moral influence and leadership of a g reat 
body of citizens were thrown away, a sacred 
trust tossed to the winds and never to he re­ 
g ained, because some chose to believe it their 
duty to attempt impossibilities, and others 
did not take the trouble to learn that Pro 
hibition was at that time an impossibility. 
Now’ here is occasion for sober reflection. 
Are the friends of temperance to fritter away 
whatever influence they have iu future by 
persisting in divisions which destroy their in­ 
fluence, and in impossible attempts which 
make practical citizens look upon them with 
amazement ? There is no use iu trying to 
hide the fact that the cause of temperance 
g enerally is fast becoming identified in the 
minds of common sense voters with the 
leadership of half crazy impractieables, who 
will not see that they are damag ing the very 
thing they profess to love. 
Can there not lie 
a rescue of the cause from public censure ? 
W ill not its sincere and sensible friends unite 
their efforts hereafter for measures which can 
be carried, and when carried can be enforced ?

WASTING THE MORAL IVRCES. 


The article w hich w e quote from the Trib­ 
une in another place explains to the political 
l*rohil)itionists the waste they have made of 
the moral 
force with w hich they are e n ­ 
dow ed. 
For m any years th ey have w aged a 
hemic battle against intem perance in their 
chosen w ay, and now they are awakened to 
the fact that nothing has been accom plished. 
T hey m ust at least Ik* convinced that the 
tim e is not ripe for the success of their cause. 
They said as m uch as this through their 
leader in this state, Mr. W heeler, when lie 
declared that his party did not w ish a Fro 
hihition am endm ent subm itted by the L eg­ 
islature next year. 
Ile fancied that tile lie 


publicans w ould practice treachery 
nfter 
sending the am endm ent to tile people. 
This 
was said before the vote in Pennsylvania and 
llh od c Island was taken. 
Hut the vote in 
those states did not demonstrate Republican 
treachery; it demonstrated an overw helm ing 
opposition, shared in by all parties, and in ­ 
cluding many o f the most sincere and practi 
cal temperance men in the country. 
It is not to la' disputed that the ideal meas 
tire of tem perance reform is absolute prohi­ 


bition thoroughly enforced. 
T he objection 
o f tem|>cranoc men is not to the principle, 
but to its enactm ent so long as enforcem ent 
is im possible, and it is made a dead letter on 
the statute books and It 
farce in practice. 
A m ple opportunity was given in Rhode is ­ 
land to carry the principle into effect, but it 
failed m iserably there. 
For over thirty years 
a prohibitory law has been upon the statutes 
in N ew H am pshire, but when 
the people 


were asked to place the principle in the con­ 
stitution they refused, though their adher­ 
ence to the law and their rep* ated refusals to 


repeal it show their (aith in the principle and 
their hope that it will some day lie made e f­ 
fective. 
In Pennsylvania the rigorous en ­ 
forcem ent o f tile high license law encour 
aged the Prohibitionists to believe that the 
people were already prepared for an advance 
step. 
T he defeat that they have suffered, 
overw helm ing as it is, would not have been 
half so disastrous aud porha|>s 
not have 
happened 
at 
all, 
if 
th ey 
had 
been 
able 
to 
show 
that 
Prohibition 
had 


produced a reform atory effect in even a single 
state. 
T he people of Pennsylvania knew 
that what could not lie enforced in the sola r 
and enlightened 
states of 
N ew 
England 


w ould be im possible in their com m onw ealth, 
w ith a population having a large foreign ad­ 
m ixture and subjected to European ideas and 
appetites. 
So they took their stand npon 


high license, a principle that docs not under­ 
take the reform of the people iu general, but 
docs reform the saloon and its proprietor. 
T his is a prelim inary step, and a necessary 
one. 
Since we cannot have the jicrfect law , 
w hich w ould work com plete reform at one 
swoop, it is w ise to lie content w ith accom ­ 
plishing one th ing at a tim e. 
If w e cannot 
have a law w hich places intoxicants out of 
everybody's reach, Pennsylvania has din w ii 
the possibility o f a law that m akes a saloon 
keeper n good citizcu, and abates the dan­ 
ger 
to 
society 
that 
was 
presented 
in 
and 
around 
his 
place 
when 
be 
did not fear the penalties ami restraints of 
the law. 
T he event* of the last week prove 
that Prohibition is still years aw ay in N ew 
Y ork. 
Hut w e can have the high license 
law of Pennsylvania enacted and iu full en ­ 
forcem ent here within a year, if there is a 
solid union of the moral forces o f which the 
Tribune speak* at 
the election 
next fall. 
T he party of Gov. Hill is in a m inority in 
more than tw o thirds of the Senate and As 
scm bly district* of the state, ns the vote of 
last fall show s. 
Let Prohibitionists give up 
their struggle for the unattainable, and, by 
uniting with the only party Hi lt Ins ever 
done anything for the lessening of the evils 
o f the liquor trade, give the people the law 
w hich they dem and, and 
w hich is d*'ing 
such excellent work in Pennsylvania. 
There be those w ho stand ujion the high 
w atchtowers of moral perfection and call to 
their fellow men to come up to them ; and 
there be those w ho step dow n from their 
lofty perch and try with m ight und main to 
lift their fellow s up step by step. 
T he call 
is not alw ays heard, but the lift is pretty sure 
to have an effect. 
Gen. F isk, the Prohibi 
lion leader. Im* decided to step dow n and 
lift, w hether the next step to betak en lie high 
license, local option, or any other that will 
lead m en a little farther aw ay from the pres 
encc and the atm osphere o f the saloon. 
We 
believe he w ill have follow ers by thousand 
from the ranks o f the very m en w ho havi 
hitherto held them selves aloof from every 
plan that did uot prom ise in an instant such 
results as have only been accom plished by 
revolutions long and severely fought. 


ANTI-ALIEN LA IPS. 


Chicago has au anti alien law which wil 
go into effect on the 1st of July. 
It prohib 
its the employment of aliens on tile city 
works, either by the certioration direct or un 
der contract, and provides penalties for the 
employing authorities who violate the law, 
whether wilfully or negligently. 
This is about as near to Know'Nothingism 
as the law could possibly approach without 
embracing the whole principle. 
It is severer 
than anything that Know Nothingism pro 
posed, for it cuts off the means of livelihood 
from those whose employment is interfered 
with by it. 
The spirit that caused the pass 
age of the law probably prevails among a 
majority of citizens, and hence forces aliens 
out of many private employments. 
If the 
same law were supported and entoroed all 
over the nation, it would quickly settle Hie 
immigration question. 
The immigrant must 
live bere a 
nuraiier 
of 
years before he 
can become a citizen, and during all that 
time he would be refused employment. 
Of 
course he would lie forced to return to ids 
native country and slay (herr, unless he were 
rich enough to live on his income, engage in 
trade or manufacture on Ids own account, or 
buy a farm. 
The poor immigrant would 
have to go. 
Chicago bas indeed great provocation to 
become a Know Nothing city. It was forced 
to bang a big gang of anarchists for a most 
atrocious lot of murders, and now it is 
wrestling with the powerful Clan na Gael so­ 
ciety over the assassination of Dr. Cronin.

ers and a determ ination to place lim itations 
upon their com ing, 
w hich w ill eventually 
take form in laws. 
T ile country welcom ed 
them with open arms as long as they w ere 
needed, but at last they have begun to crowd 
upon us. A s em ploym ent cannot be provided 
for them as fast ns th ey com e, they fall into 
beggary or into crim inal ways, and become 
charges upon the public. 
W e have an anti 
contract law and an anti-Chinese law for the 
w hole country, as w ell as this anti alien law 
in Chicago. 
T he discovery is made and is 
spreading that the M ongolian com plexion and 
Matures are not the on ly objections, or even 
the most serious ones, that can lie raised 
against unrestricted im m igration. 
The peo- 
ple whose representatives have com m itted the 
Chicago murders are goin g to find in those 
crim es a very serious obstacle in the path of 
their ow n adm ission to our country.

Gov. Bulkeley has signed Hie second bal­ 
lot reform bill that tho Connecticut Legists 
Hire sent to him.

ernor vetoed, ami from the Maxton bill which 
Gov. Hill vetoed, is in not providing for the 
official printing of the ballots, and also in re­ 
quiring the ballots to be printed on official 
paper anil by the voter sealed in an official 
envelope and thus delivered to the election in­ 
spectors. 
The right continued to Hie candi­ 
dates and tile campaign committees to do 
their own printing leaves open the loophole 
for fraud which the Saxton bill closed up, 
bul it is an undoubted improvement upou 
tile old method, and w ill make it harder for 
the Democratic repeaters from New York to 
carry Connecticut than ever before. 
Gov. Hill professes to lie delighted with 
the hill, and to wish that the New York 
Legislature had given him one precisely like 
it to sic'U. This may be death bed repentance 
or it may be “ guff."

WASTING THE MORAL FORCES. 
The article which we quote from the Trib­ 
une in another place explains to the political 
Prohibitionists the waste they have made of 
the moral force with which they are en­ 
dowed. For many years they have waged a 
heroic battle against intemperance in their 
chosen way, and now they are awakened to 
the fact that nothing has been accomplished. 
They must at least be convinced that the 
time is not ripe for the success of their cause. 
They said as much as this through their 
leader in this state, Mr. Wheeler, when he 
declared that his party did not wish a Pro 
bibition amendment submitted by the Leg­ 
islature next year, lie fancied that the Re­ 
publicans would practice treachery after 
sending the amendment to the people. This 
was said before the vote in Pennsylvania and 
Rhode Island was taken. But the vote in 
those states did not demonstrate Republican 
treachery; it demonstrated an overwhelming 
opposition, shared in by all parties, and in­ 
cluding many of the most sincere and practi 
ad temperance men in the country. 
It is not to be disputed that the ideal meas­ 
ure of temperance reform is absolute prohi­ 
bition thoroughly enforced. The objection 
of temperance men is not to the principle, 
but to its enactment so long as enforcement 
is impossible, and it is made a dead letter on 
the statute books and h farce in practice. 
Ample opportunity was given in Rhode Is­ 
land to carry the principle into effect, but it 
failed miserably there. For over thirty years 
a prohibitory law has been upon the statutes 
in New Hampshire, but when the people 
were asked to place the principle iu the con­ 
stitution they refused, though their adher­ 
ence to the lav/ and their repeated refusals to 
repeal it show their faith iu the principle and 
their hope that it will some day be made ef­ 
fective. In Pennsylvania the rigorous en­ 
forcement of the high license law encour 
aged the Prohibitionists to believe that the 
people were already prepared for an advance 
step. The defeat that they have suffered, 
overwhelming as it is, would not have been 
half so disastrous and perhaps not have 
happened at all, 
if 
they had been 
able to show that 
Prohibition had 
produced a reformatory effect in even a single 
state. The people of Pennsylvania knew 
that what could not be enforced in the sober 
and enlightened states of New England 
would be impossible in their commonwealth, 
with a population having a large foreign ad­ 
mixture and subjected to European ideas and 
appetites. So they took their stand npon 
high license, a principle that does not under­ 
take the reform of the people iu general, but 
does reform the saloon and its proprietor. 
This is a preliminary step, and a necessary 
one. Since we cannot have the perfect law, 
which would work complete reform at one 
swoop, it is wise to be content with aceom 
plishing one thing at a time. If we cannot 
have a law which places intoxicants out of 
everybody’s reach, Pennsylvania has shown 
the possibility of a law that makes a saloon 
keeper a good citizen, and abates the dan 
ger to society that was presented iu 
and 
around 
his 
place 
when 
he 
did not fear the penalties and restraints of 
the law. The events of the last week prove 
that Prohibition is still years away in New 
York. But we can have the high license 
law of Pennsylvania enacted and iu full en­ 
forcement here within a year, if there is 
solid union of the moral forces of which the 
Tribune speaks at the election next fall. 
The party of Gov. Hill is in a minority in 
more than two-thirds of the Senate and As­ 
sembly districts of the state, as the vote of 
last fall shows. Let Prohibitionists give up 
their struggle for the unattainable, and, by 
uniting with the only party that has ever 
done anything for the lessening of the evils 
of the liquor trade, give the people the law 
which they demand, and which is doing 
such excellent work iu Pennsylvania. 
There be those who stand upon the high 
watchtowers of moral perfection and call to 
their fellow men to come up to them; and 
there be those who step down from their 
lofty perch and try with might and main to 
lift their fellows up step by step. The call 
is not always heard, but the lift is pretty sure 
to have an effect. Gen. Fisk, the Prohibí 
tion leader, has decided to step down and 
lift, whether the next step to be taken be high 
license, local option, or any other that will 
lead men a little farther away from the pres 
encc and the atmosphere of the saloon. We 
believe he will have followers by thousands 
from the ranks of the very men who have 
hitherto held themselves aloof from every 
plan that did not promise in an instant such 
results as have only been accomplished by 
revolutions long and severely fought. 


gates that admit them, and then proscribe and 
starve them after they get here. The com­ 
mon rights of humanity must be accorded 
even to aliens. 
The Chicago enactment is one of many in­ 
dications of a growing weariness of foreign­ 
ers and a determination to place limitations 
upon their coming, which will eventually 
take form in laws. The country welcomed 
them with open arms as long as they were 
needed, but at last they have begun to crowd 
upon us. As employment cannot be provided 
for them as fast as they come, they full into 
beggary or into criminal ways, and become 
charges upon the public. We have an anti­ 
contract law and au anti-Chinese law for the 
whole country, as well as this anti alien law 
in Chicago. The discovery is made and is 
spreading that the Mongolian complexion and 
^•atures are not the only objections, or even 
the most serious ones, that can be raised 
against unrestricted immigration. The peo­ 
ple whose representatives have committed the 
Chicago murders are going to find in those 
crimes a very serious obstacle in the path of 
their own admission to our country.

BALLOT REFORM IN CONNECTICUT. 
Gov. Bulkelcy lias signed the second bal­ 
lot reform bill that the Connecticut Legisla­ 
ture sent to him. The essential feature in 
which it differs from the bill wuieli the Gov­ 
ernor vetoed, and from the Saxton bill which 
Gov. Hill vetoed, is in not providing for the 
official printing of the ballots, and also in re 
quiring the ballots to be printed on official 
paper and by the voter sealed in an official 
envelope and thus delivered to the election in­ 
spectors. The right continued to the candi­ 
dates and the campaign committees to do 
their own printiug leaves open the loophole 
for fraud which the Saxton bill closed up, 
but it is an undoubted improvement upon 
the old method, and will make it harder for 
the Democratic repeaters from New York to 
carry Connecticut than ever before.

ANTI-ALIEN■ LA \VS. 
Chicago has au anti-alien law which wil 
go into effect on the 1st of July. It prohibí 
its the employment of aliens on the city 
works, either by (he corporation direct or un­ 
der contract, and provides penalties for the 
employing authorities who violate the law, 
whether wilfully or negligently. 
This is about as near to Know’Nothingism 
as the law could possibly approach without 
embracing the whole principle. It is severer 
than anything that Know Nothingism pro­ 
posed, for it cuts off the means of livelihood 
from those whose employment is interfered 
with by it. The spirit that caused the pass­ 
age of the law probably prevails among a 
majority of citizens, and hence forces aliens 
out of many private employments. If the 
same law were supported and enforced all 
over the nation, it would quickly settle the 
immigration question. The immigrant must 
live here a nuralier of years before he 
can become a citizen, and during all that 
time he would be refused employment. Of 
course lie would lie forced to return to his 
native country and stay there, unless be were 
rich enough to live on his income, engage in 
trade or manufacture on his own account, or 
buy a farm. 
The poor immigrant would 
have to go. 
Chicago has indeed great provocation to 
become a Know Nothing city. It was forced 
to hang a big gang of anarchists for a most 
atrocious lot of murders, and now it is 
wresriing with the powerful Clan-na-Gael so­ 
ciety over the assassination of Dr. Cronin. But 
it has begun its reform at the wrong end. If 
we do not need foreign workmen, or if for 
any reason they prove dangerous or offen­ 
sive, let them be excluded as the Chinese 
have been.

T H E DUTY OF T H E M O RAL FORCES. 
P ro h ib itio n Im p racticab le a t P resen t—A ll 
Should U nite lor the ltest T iling Possible, 
[From the New York Tribune.] 
It is not a step backward that has been 
taken in the last week. The cause of tem­ 
perance has no truer, wiser nor better friends 
Ilian some of those who took a leading part 
in the defeat of Prohibition iu Rhode Island 
and Pennsylvania. They acted deliberately, 
conscientiously, prayerfully, and with 
larger survey of facts and a more accurate 
judgment of practical results than those ap 
pear to have possessed who counted upon 
success but were beaten by nearly 200,000 
votes in Pennsylvania and nearly three to 
one in Rhode Island. Nor have good citizens 
any right in their efforts for reform to he en­ 
tirely blind or indifferent to impossibilities. 
It is no part of their duty to waste the reform 
ing force of the world in attempting absurbi- 
ties.Power for good is a sacred trust, for which 
leaders or voters have to give account. There 
is not any too much of it in the world at any 
time, or even in this favored country. If 
every atom of that power is used in exactly 
the right direction and manner, and at the 
right time, still there would never be found 
too much of it. The man who has only seed 
enough for his fertile land, and scatters half 
of it in swamps or on rocks, wastes his prop­ 
erty, but he also robs others of bread. lie 
who has no more than enough of the needed 
remedy to protect a threatened city against 
pestilence, and throws half of it away out of 
spite, because the city will not make him sole 
or chief surgeon, is personally guilty if dis­ 
ease sweeps away precious lives. So of moral 
forces upon which the country must depend 
for uplifting, true progress and removal of 
evils which curse mankind; he who wastes 
his force is guilty. 
The force which carried constitutional Pro 
liibition in Rhode Island would have sufficed 
to pass and faithfully enforce any license law 
or other measure of restraint. It was thrown 
away in an attempt to accomplish an impossi­ 
bility in that state of crowded cities and towns. 
Not only have three years been thrown away, 
but also the moral and political force of men 
who will never command the same confidence 
again. Union of all sincere friends of temper­ 
ance iu Pennsylvania would have passed and 
thoroughly enforced anv license and local 
option law whatever, even if the present 
high license law, which produces excellent 
results, is not at all that it should be. But 
the time, money, mental effort, and the 
moral influence and leadership of a great 
body of citizens were thrown away, a sacred 
trust tosse d to the winds and never to he re­ 
gained, lK:cau.se some chose to believe it their 
duty to attempt impossibilities, and others 
did not take the trouble to learn that Pro 
liibition was at that time an impossibility. 
Now here is occasion for sober reflection, 
Arc the friends of temperance to fritter away 
whatever influence they have in future by 
persisting in divisions which destroy their in­ 
fluence. and in impossible attempts which 
make practical citizens look upon them with 
amazement ? There is no use iu trying to 
hide the fact that the cause of temperauee 
generally is fast becoming identified in the 
minds of common sense voters with the 
leadership of half crazy impracticables, who 
will not see that they are damaging the very 
thing they profess to love. Can there not be 
a rescue of the cause from public censure ? 
Will not ils sincere and sensible friends unite 
their efforts hereafter for measures which can 
be carried, and when carried can be enforced ?

younger brothers were

hack and placed in jail at Carthage. 
On the 
person o f Charles, aged 16, the gold watch 
was found. 
T he boy denies the crime, eluim- 
lie received tlie watch from a boy who 
owed him a lot of marbles. 
Archbishop Ryan 
when asked for his 
opinion o f the Clan na Gael said: “ Our Di 
vine Lord llim selt lias laid down the rule that 
every one that doeth evil hatcththc light, and 
tie tiiat doeth truth com eth to tlie light that 
his work may be made manifest.

If any society obligation be 
such as to bind its members to secrecy, even 
when rightly questioned by competent au 
thority, then such a society puts itself outside 
the lim its of approval, and no one can be a 
member of it and at the same time be ad­ 
mitted lo the sacraments of tlie Catholic 
Church. What I have said refers to the Clan- 
na Gael and any society where secrecy is en­ 
tertained.”

TEACHERS, PUPIL S AND SCHOOL S. 


Changes in Scho o l Laws —B rief N o tes Abo ut 
Lo cal E ducatio n al M atters. 
Before the opening of the regu lar service at 
the Elmendorf-Stfett Presbyterian Chu rch has 
last evening. F. J. Cheney spoke on the su b­ 
ject “ Shou ld Moral Instru ction be Given in 
Ou r Pu bifc Schools ?” He said in part: 
It is a topic of importance. anJ I propose to dis­ 
cu ss the qu estion of morals aside from the qu estion 
of religion, or of moral instru ction aside from re­ 
ligiou s instru ction, claiming that ou r pu blic schools 
are not the place for distinctive religiou s instru ction; 
bu t that that shou ld tie left to the home, the Chu rch 
and the Sabbath school. The qu estion involved in 
the su bject is one that wou ld seem to carry its own 
answer. Moral instru ction shou ld lie given in ou r 
pu blic schools. First, for the sake of the State. Ou r 
schools are su pported by the mu nificent liberality of 
the State, not to fo-tcr some particu lar religiou s be-, 
lief, bu t to train u pright and intelligent citizens. 
All experience confirms the tru th of Holy Writ, 
that 
righteou sness 
exalteth 
a 
nation. 
A 
comprehensive 
term 
inclu ding 
the 
devo­ 
tional 
and 
ethical 
Dart 
of 
man's 
natu re, 
especially the ethical, referring to private virtu es 
ou t of which spring pu blic morals: and ou t of pu blic 
morality come national perpetu ity and prosperity. 
A nation Is bu t an aggregation of individu als, so that 
the national morality 
depends u pon individu al 
virtu e. Many neople su ppose that becau se ou r Gov­ 
ernment is a Repu blic, it is immortal. Bu t other re­ 
pu blics have existed whose history ceased long ago. 
On the shores of Africa there existed a repu blic in 
whose magnificent harbor floated the flags of all 
nations, whose merchants 
were princes, whose 
vassal states were centers of power, and who made 
Rome tremble in the height of her greatness. By 
the waters of the Aegean Sea was a repu blic of con­ 
federated states, whose poets sing for u s to-day and 
w hose orators are ou r models. On the banks of the 
Tiber there existed 30J years before the birth of 
Christ a repu blic that came to be the mistress of the 
world. Bu t these have all passed awav. so that be 
cau se 
the form 
of 
a Government 
is a 
re­ 
pu blic we have no assu rance that the Govern­ 
ment w ill be perpetu ated. A hu ndred years of ou r 
Na'ional life have passed away. We have been cel­ 
ebrating ou r centennial with processions and song. 
The inspiration of the poet, the skill of the orator 
have been laid u nder contribu tion to express ou r ad­ 
miration of ou r progress and ou r gratitu de for ou r 
prosperity; and amid the booming of cannon and 
shou ts of joy no one has dared to inject the qu es­ 
tion as to w hether we will exist as a repu blic in years 
to come. Bu t what is the sou rce of ou r prosperity i 
The statesman says t hat it is in the geniu s of ou r gov­ 
ernment and ou r great respect for law ; bu t history 
proves that all that was wise in law or su blime in 
art belonged to repu blics whose existence to-day is 
bu t a dn-am 
I believe that national safety inheres 
in national virtu e, in the high moral sentiment of 
the people and the rrctitu de of the private life of 
the citizen. It mu st lie admitted that the political 
affairs of ou r cou ntry have been so managed as to 
cau se grave fears for ou r fu tu re to arise in the minds 
of thou ghtfu l men. The effect of these fears 
and 
the 
revu lsion 
of 
feeling 
against 
po­ 
litical corru ption are shown by the fact that per­ 
haps never before has there been a more general 
demand for a change in political methods. Ballot 
reform is the cry of the hou r, and it is the need of 
the hou r, and to secu re it there mu st not onlv be 
citizens who will agitate and work u ntil it is an ac­ 
complished fact, bu t there mu st come after them 
citizens who will enforce the law. And so in all the 
affairs of government there needs to be a pu blic 
morality, which can be only as it conies from pri­ 
vate virtu e. 
For this reason, therefore, shou ld 
those who are to-day being instru cted in the pu blic 
schools of the State lie grou nded in moral principle. 
Second, morals shou ld lie tau ght in ou r pu blic 
schools for the sake of the individu al. One of the 
chief pu rposes of ou r schools is to train men for 
their own sake» . While I know that it is generally 
accepted that morality will not save a man for eter­ 
nity, I believe it to lie tru e that it does save 
him for time. Some religiou s persons are ready to 
condemn a man for living simply a moral life. This 
is fanaticism. We have only to consider this qu es­ 
tion. which is of greater worth to the commu nity, a 
moral or an immoral mani- And we are convinced 
that moral training, even aside front distinctive re­ 
ligiou s training is not only helpfu l, bu t essential. A 
commu nity withou t morality is debased. With it it 
is elevated. The qu estion as to how inorals shou ld 
be tau ght in ou r pu blic schools Ls one that does not 
properly come within the provineeof this discu s 
sion. and yet I cannot forbear saying a word u pon 
it. I do not believe in set ru les for moral instru c­ 
tion. especially for smaller children. When these 
get older and are pu rsu ing the stu dies of the b'gh 
school, then morals as a science can be* tau ght. 
There are other and more effectu al ways of teach­ 
ing the su bject to the you nger class of pu pils. In 
the first place the discipline of a well condu cted 
pu blic school helps in moral instru ction. The lesson 
of obedience and respect for law, which is tau ght 
the child u pon entering the school goes far toward 
making him an obedient citizen: implants within 
him a regard for the rights of others, and he will 
be likely to allow that regard to influ ence him after 
he has left the school room and begins to take pan 
in the world's work. There is hardly a lesson to be 
tau ght from the text books that will not fu rnish to 
the wise and discreet pu pil an opp rtu nity to incu l­ 
cate some moral principle. The teacher's own life 
and character shou ld lie a constant lesson in mor­ 
als. The grave responsibilities of the place demand 
persons not onlv of cu ltu red intellects, bu t of pu rest 
hearts. I wou ld as soon think of pu tting an im­ 
moral man in the pu lpit as behind the teacher’s 
desk. So the conclu sion of the whole m atter with 
me is thi-: That considering the importance of the 
qu estion to the individu al as well as the state, con­ 
sidering the fact that the State is doing so mu ch to­ 
ward fostering ou r pu blic schools to the end that 
intelligent and u pright citizens may be developed, 
it is highly essential that morals be tau ght in ou r 
pu blic schools.

Changes In School L a w s-B rief N ote. About 
Local E ducation al M atter*. 
Before the opening of the regular service at 
the Elmcndorf-Sltvtt Presbyterian Church has 
last evening. F. J. Cheney spoke on the sub­ 
ject “ Should Moral Instruction be Giveu in 
Our Public Schools f " He said in part: 
It Is a topic of im portance, an.I I pron-ise to dis­ 
cuss the question of morals aside from the question 
of religion, or of m oral instruction aside from re­ 
ligious instruction, claim ing that our public schools 
are not the place for distinctive religious inst ruction; 
but that that should be left to the home, the Church 
and the Sabbath school. The question involved in 
the subject is one that would seem to carry its own 
answ er. 
Moral instruction should be given in our 
public schools. First, for the sake of the State. Our 
schools are supported by the munificent liberality of 
the State, not to fo-tci some particular religious lie- 
lief, but to train upright and intelligent citizens 
All experience confirms the truth of Holy Writ, 
th at 
righteousness 
exalteth 
a 
nation. 
A 
com prehensive 
term 
including 
the 
devo 
lienal 
and 
ethical 
n a n 
of 
m an's 
nature, 
especially the ethical, referring to private virtues 
out of which spring public m orals; and out of public 
m orality come national perpetuity and prosperity. 
A nation is but an aggregation of individuals, so that 
the national m orality 
depends upon individual 
virtue. 
Many Decide suppose that because our Oov 
em inent Is a Republic, it is im m ortal. 
But other re­ 
publics have existed whose history ceased long ago, 
On the shores of Africa there existed a republic in 
whose m agnificent harbor floated the flags of all 
nations, whose m erchants 
were princes, w h iv 
vassal stat*-' w ere centers of power, and who m ade 
Rome trem ble in the height of her greatness. 
By 
the w aters of the Aegean Sea was a republic of con 
federated states, whose poets sing for us to d a y and

C hrist a republic that cam e to be the m istress of the 
world.

ment w ill tie perpetuated. A hundred years of our 
Na'lotuU life have passed aw ay. 
We have been eel 
cDrating our centennial with procession* and song 
The inspiration of the poet, the skill of the orator 
have been laid under contribution to express our ad­ 
m iration of our progress and our gratitude for our 
prosperity: and am id the lamming of cannon and 
shouts of Joy no one has dared tv inject t h - ques­ 
tion as to w hether we will exist as a republic in years 
to come. But w hat is th - source of our prosperity 
The statesm an say* th at it is in the genius of our gov­ 
ernm ent and our great respect for law , but h i't'.ry 
proves that all that was w ise in law or sublime i i i

W hile I know that It is generally 
accepted th at m orality will not save a man for eter 
nity, I believe it to ic true that it does save 
him for time. Some religious persons are ready to 
condemn a man fur living simply a m oral life. This 
is fanaticism . Wa have only lo consider this ques­ 
tion, which is of greater w orth to the com m unity, a 
moral or an im m oral m a n ' And we are conv need 
that moral training, even aside from distinctive re 
ligious training is not only helpful, hut essential.

com m unity without m orality m dchaaed.

is elevate*!. T he question as to how m oral'sh o u ld 
be taugiit in our public schools is..ne that .l.cs not 
properly com e within the province of this discus 
stoa, am i yet I cannot forbear say Ing a a o r J upon 
it.

When rinse 
get older and are pursuing the studies of the high 
school, then m orals as a 'cict.ce can be taught. 
I h er-are other and more effectual wavs of teach* 
ing the subject to the younger class of pupil' 
I ii 
tie- first Platte the discipline of a well conducted 
public school helps In ntornl instruction 
The lesson 
of obedience and respect for law, which is taught 
the child upon entering the school goes far tow ard 
m aking him an obedient citizen; im plants within 
him a regard for the rights of other*, aud he will 
tie likely to allow that regard to influence him after 
he baa left lite school room and begins to take part

There is hardly a lesson to be 
taught from the text hocks th at will not fu ru i'h to 
the wise and discreet pupil ar, opp rf unitv to incul­ 
cate some moral principle.

The question involved in 
the subject is cne that would seem to carry its own 
answer. Moral instruction should be given in our 
public schools. First, for the sake of the State. Our 
schools are supported by the munitieent liberality of 
the State, not to foster some particular religious lie-.

especially the ethical, referring to private virtues 
out of which spring public morals; and out of public 
morality come national perpetuity and prosperiiy. 
A nation is but an aggregation of individuals, so that 
the national morality depends upon individual 
virtue. Many people suppose that because our Gov­ 
ernment is a Republic, it is immortal. But other re­ 
publics have existed whose history ceased long ago. 
On the shores of Africa there existed a republic in 
whose magnificent harbor floated the flags of all 
nations, whose merchants were princes, whose 
vassal states were centers of power, and who made 
Rome tremble in the height of her greatness. By 
the waters of the Aegean Sea was a republic of con­ 
federated states, whose poets sing for us to-day and 
w hose orators are our models. On the banks of the 
Tiber there existed 30J years before the birth of 
Christ a republic that came to be the mistress of the 
world. But these have all passed away, so that be 
cause the form of a Government is a re­ 
public we have no assurance that the Govern 
ment will be perpeiUated. A hundred years of our 
Na'ionol Ufe have passed away. We have been cel 
enratiug our centennial with processions and song 
The inspiration of the poet, the skill of the orator 
have lieen laid under contribution to express our ad 
miration of our progress and our gratitude for our 
prosperity; and amid the booming of cannon and 
shouts of joy no one has dared to inject the ques­ 
tion as to whether we will exist as a republic in years 
to come. But what is the source of our prosperity 
The statesman says that it is in the genius of ourgóv 
ernment and our great respect for law; but history 
proves that all that was wise in law or sublime in 
art belonged to republics whose existence to-day is 
but a dream. I believe that national safety inheres 
in national virtue, in the high moral sentiment of 
the people and the rfctitude of the private life of 
the citizen. It must lie admitted that the political 
affairs of our country have been so managed as to 
cause grave fears for our future to arise in the minds 
of thoughtful men. The effect of these fears 
and the revulsion of feeling against po­ 
litical corruption are shown by the fact that t*ir- 
haps never before bas there been a more general 
demand for a change in political methods. Ballot 
reform is the cry of the hour, and it is the need of 
the hour, aud to secure it there must not onlv be 
c.tizens who will agitate and work until it is an ac­ 
complished fact, but there must come after them 
citizens who will enforce the law. And so in all the 
affsirs of government there needs to be a public 
morality, which can be only as it comes from pr 
vate virtue. For this reason, therefore, should 
those who are to-day being instructed in the public 
schools of the State be grounded in moral principle 
SecoDd, morals should lie taught in our public 
schools for the sake of the individual. One of the 
chief purposes of our schools is to train men for 
their own sakes. While I know that It is generally 
accepted that morality will not save a man for eter 
nity. 1 believe it to lie true that it does save 
him for time. Some religions persons are ready to 
condemn a man for living simply a moral life. Tins 
is fanaticism. We have only to consider this ques­ 
tion. which is of greater worth to the community, a 
moral or an immoral man? And we are convinced 
that moral training, even aside from distinctive re­ 
ligious training is not only helpful, but essential. A 
community without morality is debased. With it it 
is elevated. The question as to how morals should 
be taught in our public schools Is one that does not 
properly come within the province of this discus 
sion, and yet I cannot forbear saying a word upon 
it. I do not believe in set rules for moral instruc­ 
tion. especially for smaller children. When these 
get oliier and are pursuing the studies of the high 
school, theu morals as a science can be taught. 
There are other and more effectual ways of teach 
ing the subject to the younger class of pupils. In 
tbe first place tbe discipline of a well conducted 
public school helps in moral instruction. The lesson 
of obedience and respect for law, which is taught 
the child upon entering the school goes far toward 
making him an oliedmw citizen: implants within 
him a regard for the rights of others, aud he will 
be likely to allow that regard to influence him after 
he bas left tbe school room and begins to take part 
in the world's work. There is hardly a lesson to be 
taught from tbe text books that will not furnish to 
tbe w ise and discreet pupil an opp rtunity to incul­ 
cate some moral principle. The teacher's own life 
and character should lie a constant lesson in mor­ 
als. The grave responsibilities of the place demand 
g 
ersons not only of cultured intellects, but of purest 
earts. I would as soon think of putting an im­ 
moral man in tbe pulpit as behind the teacher’s 
desk. 80 the conclusion of the whole matter with 
me is this; Tnat considering the importance of the 
question to the individual as well as the state, con­ 
sidering the fact that the State is doing so much to­ 
ward fostering our public schools to the end that 
intelligent and upright citizens may be developed, 
it is highly essential that morals be taught in our 
public schools.
